On minimum competency tests oyer the last 3 
years, the percent passing has. risen from '43 percent on^ the 
Co mmunication Skills test in 1979 to SI jpercent in 1981, and has 
increased from 64 percent on the Computational Skills test in 1979 to 
78 percent in 1981. ' Attitudes of students, parents, and staff were 
surveyed during the spring of 1981.
